Suggestions  for  Planting  Roses 


Remove  the  top  soil  and  dig  a  hole  at  least  12  inches  square  and  15  inches  deep — larger  if  the  plant  is 
extra  large.  In  the  bottom  of  the  hole  put  a  quart  or  so  of  bonemeal,  a  food  supply  for  one  season.  Cover 
this  food  thoroughly  with  the  top  soil.  Remove  the  wrapping  from  the  roots  of  the  plant,  see  that  ail  broken 
roots  are  cut  off,  then  spread  the  roots  on  the  top  soil  and  cover  with  fine  dirt,  working  it  thoroughly  around 
the  roots.  Gradually  fill  the  hole,  making  sure  that  the  soil  is  well  packed.  When  the  hole  is  nearly  filled, 
water  freely.  After  the  water  soaks  in,  fill  the  hole  to  the  level  of  the  soil.  The  plant  should  be  set  so  that 
the  bud,  or  joint,  is  about  2  inches  below  the  surface.  Do  not  permit  plant-food  to  come  in  direct  contact 
with  the  roots. 

WINTER  CARE.  Just  before  freezing  weather,  tie  the  stalks  together,  and  make  a  pile  of  soil  around 
the  plant  6  to  8  inches  high,  cone-shaped.  When  this  pile  is  frozen  hard,  cover  the  bed  with  a  mulch  of 
leaves,  putting  on  a  few  light  branches  to  hold  the  leaves.  When  spring  comes  remove  the  mulch  gradually 
— not  all  at  one  time.
